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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
September 6, 2005 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's cancellation of claims 1 and 2 is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 4 and 5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected Invention (see Office Action of October 7, 
2004). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 3 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Baar et al. (6,861,289) In view of Masahiro (2001-180782) and Tsai et al. (US 
2003/00335713). 

Baar et al. discloses a method comprising: 
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a tray (1 2) that retains a desiccant (30); 

providing one or more semiconductor device (24) on tlie tray; 

heating the tray that retains the desiccant and holds the semiconductor devices 
(figure 5, column 4, lines 57-61 ); and 

sealing the tray In a moisture-proof container (figure 5, column 4, lines 65-66). 

Baar et al. discloses the claimed invention, but Baar et al. does not expressly 
disclose the reusing the tray and the desiccant. The examiner contention is that it is old 
and well known in the art to recycling the packing material, such as tray and desiccant, 
to reduce resources and packaging cost. 

Masahiro discloses a method in which the packing tray (1) is to be reused 
(abstract) for reducing packaging cost, and Tsai et al. discloses a method in which the 
desiccant (100) can be recycled (page 3, [0032] lines 9-10) for reducing resources and 
packaging cost. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at 
the time applicant's invention was made, to have incorporating the recycling of tray and 
desiccant as taught by Masahiro and Tsai et al. into Baar et al. method for reducing 
resources and packaging cost. 

The combination of references further discloses that the moisture-proof container 
is a hermetically sealed moisture-proof bag and the desiccant absorbs moisture in the 
bag (column 5, lines 12-14). 
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6. Claim 6 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Baar et 
al. (6,861.289) in view of Masahiro (2001-180782) and Tsai et al. (US 2003/00335713) 
and further In view of Liu (5,766.554). 

As discussed above in paragraph 5 of this office action, Baar et al., Masahiro and 
Tsai et al. disclose the claimed invention, but did not expressly disclose that the tray 
includes a groove in which the desiccant is placed, and a cover to retain the desiccant 
in the groove. 

Liu discloses a tray with groove 200 for storing desiccant providing tray 100 
capability to absorb nwisture in the tray assembly (figure 2a - column 4, lines 21-27). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art. at 
the time applicant's invention was made, to have further modified the Baar et al.. 
Masahiro and Tsai et al. method to include the groove shape desiccant storing space as 
suggested by Liu. allowing a desiccant material to be molded into various convenient 
shapes as one desires. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed September 6. 2005 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
